Pioneer Wins 


In C.W.N.A. 


Didsbury ‘was signally honored 
last week, but this time it was not 
for its prize cattle, prize butter or 
prize cheese, but for a prize win- 
ning newspaper. Word was receiv- 
ed Wednesday last that the local 
paper, The Didsbury Pioneer, had 
been awarded third prize for the 
best front page of newspapers all 
across Canada, in class 3 (between 
§00 and 1000 circulation). The 
Didsbury Pioneer now has a cir- 
culation of 855 copies per weck. 

The awards for newspaper com- 
petition are made annually at the 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers As- 
sociation Convention. The an- 
nouncement this year was made 
from Victoria, B.C., where the an- 
nual convention was held last week. 

Points are awarded for best front 
page on local news value including 
headings; for typography and make- 
up of pages; presswork; and local 
and general illustrations. 

The award received by The Dids- 
bury Pioneer was the “Printer and 
Publisher Special”. First place in 
this class was won by the Ladner 
(B.C.) Optimist, with the Vulcan 
(Alta.) Advocate winning second. 

Other Alberta papers receiving 
honorable mention were the Red 
Deer Advocate, and the Claresholm 
Local Press, the latter being award- 
ed second prize for the best editor- 
ial page of papers across Canada 
with a circulation under 1000 copies 
weekly.

LUMINOUS-TYPE CENTER 
LINE ON ALBERTA ROADS 


For the past ten days a crew of 
men working for Everett Richard- 
son Co., of St. Thomas, Ont., have 
been busy putting on the luminous- 
type centre line on the new high- 
way between Calgary and Olds, and 
within the next few weeks these 
men hope to complete 300 miles of 
centre line on Alberta highways. 

The painted strip gives off a 
phosphorescent glow during night 
or foggy weather, thus clearly 
marking inclines and turns. Broken 
lines are marked on straight stret- 
ches, and continuous lines on sec- 
tions where there are bridges, hills 
and sharp curves.

Estimated at $500,000,000 


Top government financial experts 
at Ottawa are gasping with some 
surprise at the rate money is flow- 
ing into government coffers, and 
were unofficially estimating a sur- 
plus for the year 1947-48 of close 
to $500,000,000. 

They were basing their estimate, 
mainly, on the amazing $387,877,- 
327 surplus reported for the first 
five months of the year. 

While the experts hesitate to pre- 
dict that this surplus will grow in

proportion in the last seven months 
of the year, they feel certain that 
the final figure will be far above 
the $190,000,000 surplus cautiously 
estimated by Hon. Douglas Abbott, 
minister of finance, in his budget 
address last spring. 

And they have a feeling that a 
half billion dollar surplus is not 
just an outside possibility. 

Revenue collections for April to 
August inclusive were $1,170,816,- 
298. Projecting this figure for the 
12 month period would give total 
revenue of approximately $2,800,- 
000,000. 

Estimated expenditures for the 
year, comprising the main and sup- 
plementary estimates, are $2,175,- 
000,000. However, expenditures 
normally rise somewhat toward the 
end of the year, while revenues are 
expected to decline due to lower 
taxes. These factors are expected 
to place the surplus somewhat be- 
tween $400,000,000 and $500,000,- 
, 000 for the full year.

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THE QUESTION OF RYE 


(By H.G.L. Sirange) 


Some people seem to be quite 
agitated about the high price of rye. 
For those who are considering this 
matter here are a few recent pieces 
of evidence. 

One of Canada’s ablest private 
crop reporters states that on a re- 
cent trip over the West he saw in 
the drought area many fields of 
wheat with yields so low that the 
farmers were not harvesting them. 
The fields were abandoned; but 
that in the same district fields of 
rye, with similar low yields, were 
being most carefully harvested and 
the grain saved and shipped to mar- 
ket. This because the higher price 
for rye paid to do the harvesting. 
So grain for human consumption 
was saved.
